As little as 125 miles separated the Allies in Italy and 
A m ericans in the B avarian Alps.

A dispatch from suprem e h ea d q u arters said th e indica­ 
tions were th a t hostilities in Eurojie would continue only a 
m a tte r of days. Moscow called on th e G erm ans to surrender. 
Red A rm y men battled over the burning w reckage of Ber­ 
lin only a half mile from the Reichschancellery, and at the 
n o rth ern edge of th e T iergarten, presum ed h ea d q u arters of 
the G erm an com m and and possibly H itler himself.
